Tliev  are  obnoxious  to  the  countrv, 
and  no  party  can  succeed  that  al- 
lows them  to  appear  in  its  conveii- 
(ions  or  take  a  part  in  its  councils. 
They  are  political  outcasts  who 
can  never  again  retrieve  their  lost 
tortunes.  Tho  only  place  for  them 
is  on  the  back  seats,  nnd  s.>  far 
back  that  they  will  never  again  be 
seen  or  heard. 

The  Uaiti  nore  (M<l.)  Americ.in 
talks  of  'A  Serious  Question  :" 

To  die  or  not  to  .lie  is  the  qiies. 
lion  now  agitalhig  that  poriian  td 
tho  b.xly  politic  which  r.Joioes  in 
the  name  of  "DeiiDcranc."  As 
may  be  imagined,  there  is  great  di 
versity  of  opinion  in  different  sec 
lions  of  the  Union.  In  the  West, 
where  tho  party  has  be.>n  moribuml 
for  years,  there  is  great  anxiety  to 
shnftle  off  the  ohi  name  and  begin 
a  new  existence.  Constant  .Irfeat 
has  done  its  hgilimate  work,  and 
.leniorxlization  has  taken  posses- 
sion of  the  .lispiriled  survivors  of 
a  one.'  victorious  host.  The  prac- 
tical poli'.ioians  of  tho  prairies  oai. 
not  subsist  upon  the  moldy  tra.li- 
lions  of  former  greatness;  they 
want  oflico  ami  tho  emoluments 
which  at'.ach  thereto,  nnd  they  are 
willing  to  sacrifice  whal.ver  "veil- 
er.ilcd  name,"  or  "lime  hoimred 
principle"  may  stand  in  the  way. 
They  are  lire.l  of  rallying  uinloi 
tattered  b.-inners  an.l  marching  to 
ancient  tunes  thai  are  the  sure  pre 
cursors  of  doleat.

Form  agricultural  societies  and 
granges  of  the  patrons  of  husbandry 
for  mutual  protection  and  defense.  If 
you  object  to  the  latter  organization 
because  of  \U  secrecy,  organize  open 
societies.

is  experienced  by  all.  The  only  thing 
wlii:li  Minnesota  can  raise  for  transpor- 
tation to  any  great  extent  is  wheat. 
The  cost  of  transporting  other  arti- 
tries  long  distances  to  secure  a  market 
and  their  limited  demand  prevents 
Minnesota  farmers  from  engaging  in 
'heir  culture  to  any  extent  more  than 
is  snilicient  to  supply  local  demands. 

Mr.  Donnelly's  eulogy  of  the  wheat 
plant  was  very  fine,  lie  suggested  if 
iiur  coat  of  arms  should  ever  be 
changed,  that  the  receding  Indian,  rap- 
idlfr  riding  toward  tho  sotting  sun,  bo 
displacotl  by  tho  wheat  plant,  this  bc> 
ing  the  great  source  of  Minnesota's 
wealth. 

WHY  THE  PRICE  OF  WHEAT  RUIja  HIOH. 

The  high  price  paid  for  a  few  years 
is  caused  by  its  coming  into  more  gen- 
eral u.^c  in  Europe  and  other  foreign 
countries.  The  ancestors  of  many  of 
us  were  compelled  to  live  on  corn,  oats, 
rye.  and  sometimes  acorns.  \\  heat 
flour  was  too  expensive  for  tho  common 
people.  In  Scotland  oat  meal  was 
principally  used  where  we  use  Hour. 
Dr.  Johnson  in  his  dictionary  gave 
this  definition  of  oats :  "An  article 
fed  to  the  horses  in  England,  to  the 
people  in  Scotland."  The  past  few 
years  have  witnessed  a  great  improve- 
ment among  the  laboring  classes  in  for- 
eign eountries.  Wages  have  been  dou- 
bled within  the  past  fifty  years,  and 
laborers  with  increased  incomes  now 
afi'ord  luxuries  not  droained  of  befoie. 
Till,  principal  luxury  now  enjoyed  by 
these  classes  is  wheat  finur.  and  their 
tleinand  for  thif  article  is  rapidly  in- 
creasii^  everywhere,  and  will  continue 
to  increase.  Resides  thi^,  notwith- 
standing the  vast  tracts  of  wild  land 
t\ery  year  brought  uiidir  cultivation, 
the   consumeis   in  this  country  are  in- 

:  easing  mmdi  more  rapitlly  than  the 
j.roducers.  From  these  facts  it  is  evi- 
Iciit  that  wheal  will  always  bring  a  lib- 
eral price,  and  wheat  producing  States 
will  always  be  wealthy  as  long  as  the 
wheat  crop  is  good  and  farmers  devote 
their  principal  energies  to  the  culture 
of  this  staple  article. 

TIIK  TRANSPOHTATIO.V  ROBBERIES. 

Years  ago,  when  there  was  not  a 
mile  of  railroad  in  Minnesota,  wo  u.sed 
lo  ship  the  small  amount  of  surplus 
wheat  we  raised  to  Milwaukee  for  8 
cents  per  bushel.  Thorn  was  only  one 
route — by  river  to  La  Crosse  and  thence 
(n  Milwaukee  by  rail,  yet  companie.- 
transporting  it,  though  they  had  a  mo- 
nopoly of  ic,  seemed  .satisfied  \<itli  the 
price.  Now,  with  several  competing 
(!)  lines  and  inoro  wheat  than  the  com- 
panies can  furnish  cars  for,  the  price 
of  taking  it  to  Milwaukee  is  21  cents 
per  bushel,  and  from  Milwaukee  to 
New  York  ^iO  cents,  making  a  total  of 
.'>1  cents  charged  for  taking  a  bushel  uf 
wheat  to  New  York.  In  Hastings  ycs- 
Ic.-day  No.  I  wheat  sold  for  85  cents, 
so  that  it  costs  nearly  as  much  to  take 
wheat  to  market  as  it  docs  to  raise   it.

Instead  of  loading  your  wheat  into 
wagons  and  hauling  it  to  market  with 
horses,  over  hills  and  valleys,  a  road  is 
leveled,  pieces  of  wood  are  put  down, 
and  iron  rails  placed  thereon,  and  your 
wheat  is  Icnded  into  large  boxes  on 
wheels,  to  which  steam  is  harnessed, 
and  your  wheat  is  lakeL  to  market  at 
tho  rate  of  200  miles  a  day.  The  men 
who  build  and '  own  these  improved 
roads  build  them  through  your  wheat 
fields,  through  your  hou«e  or  barn,  and 
then  have  three  men  appointed  to  de- 
I ermine  how  much  you  shall  receive  as 
damages.  You  can  not  go  to  your 
neighbors  and  take  ten  acres  of  their 
land  in  thia  way.  These  roads  aie  pub- 
lic highways.  They  have  received  cer- 
tain valuitble  privileges  and  immuni- 
ties from  the  y^eop'i  v  hoi  ave  the  right

Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of 
the  news  of  the  suspension  of  Jay 
Cooke  <fc  Co.,  there  was  any  number 
uf  p.ople  iu  itiis  eiiy,  and  at  other 
places,  who  at  once  jumped  lo  the 
conclusion  that  the  suspeiisiou 
would  r.i.'st  seriously  affect  the  mo- 
netary affairs  of  St  Paul  and 
Minnesota  generally.  The  faei 
that  Jay  Cooke's  name  oOla<neil 
iiiucli  prominence  in  this  State  sonn 
two  years  ago.  as  connected  wiih 
the  Northern  Pacifle  road,  led  many 
lo  suppose  that  he  ha.l  w  ide  sprcid 
business  and  financial  connections

Paul  and  .Miiinesoi.a,  than  the  house 
of  Jay  Cooke  A  Ci  .     Their  opera- 
tions in  this  Slate  were   almost    en 
tirely     confined     to     the    Northern 
Pacific  road,  as  the  financial  agents 
of  that    company,    and    outside  of 
that  corpor.-iiioii,  the  assets   of  J.ay 
Cooke  &  Co.  ill  Miiiiiesoia  are  ten  to 
one  al  least  of  iheir   liabilities.     It 
was  rumored  thut  t'  ey  were  large- 
ly    interested     in    the    purchase  ol 
wheat    that     found    its    way  to  the 
Kast    via   Duluili  and  the  Like  Su- 
perior route.      In  order  to  dissipate 
any     such     an    impression   wc  may 
stale     upon    the    best    ot  authority 
that    their    house    is  not,  nor  has  it 
been,  in  any    way    connected    with 
the  wheat  bu'imss  at  Diiliith    or  al 
any  other  point  in  this  State.     The 
firm  of  Ch  IS    B.  Newcmnbe  &  C.-. 
who     handle     about    all    the  wheal 
parsing    over   the  Lake  Superior  Sl 
Mississippi  road  and    through   Dii 
luth,  I  ave  no    business    coimeclioii 
with  Jay  Cooke  &,  C.     They  have 
not  a  dollar    in    the    firm   of  Ncw- 
coinbo  (b    Co.,    nor    have    the    two 
tirms   had    any    business    relations. 
In  fact  ihe  failure  of  a  score  of  Jay 
Cookes    would     har.ily    be    felt    in 
this  city  or  Slatj,  beyon.l  tho  effect, 
it  would    have    upon    business  and 
money    matters    generally     in    any 
portion  of  the  world 

As  far  as  regards  the  effects  ol 
ti  e  tailure  upon  the  banks  ami  bus 
iness  of  tli>s  city,  it  will  not  l>c  fell. 
The  batiks  of  tliis  ciiy  were  never 
III  as  good  a  con.lition  as  now  to 
meet  a  financial  crash,  even  if  one 
should  come,  which  is  not  looked 
for  or  exjiected.  Minnesota  never 
was  in  as  good  a  comliti.'n  as  •! 
preHeiit,  either  as  regards  her  banks 
or  her  business  men.  Si  far  as  the 
banks  of  this  «:iiy  are  concerned, 
they  never  were  in  so  healthy  a 
condition;  in  fact,  a  run  upon  any 
one  of  ilieiii  woiil.l  be  a  benefit, 
almost,  rather  than  a  detriineut.
